passenger coaches. The force of tte 
wreck was fearful. Tine coaches were 
not only splintered but were hurled 
with awful force from the track ana 
sent flying down the 30 foot embank- 
ment on one side, while the freight 
cars in awful confusion were piled ov- 
er the track or sent whirling down 
the embankment on the opposite side. 


When the force had been spent the 


passenger train was all in the'1 ditch 


Lake Shore trainmen are at a loss 


to explain the cause of the wreck as 
the track was in perfect condition. The 
freight train had been inspected at 
Ashtabula and a breakdown so soon 
afterward was unusual. 
They think 


the freight train parted and when it 
came together a car was derailed, or 
else an axle oroke under a freight car. 


It is one of those unusual wrecks 


against which no precaution can avail. 
Engineer Anderson of the limited was 
caught like a rat in a trap. He did 
not have time to sound a whistle or 
use the air brake. A glimpse of dan- 
ger was all he had, a crash, and his 
life went out.

Sometimes a 
liberal scattering of forest leaves over 
the land and plowing under in the fall 
will do more good than anything else. 
These leaves will close up many of the 
holes and at the same time add some 
plant food to the soil. Coarse straw 
or bumyard litter performs the same 
service.

Lean Horses. 


There are occasionally to be seen on 


the street horses that are so lean that 
they are called a disgrace to their own- 
er, and yet the leanness is not a proof 
that he does not feed them well or give 
them as good care as most other people 
do or that they have been overworked, 
says American Cultivator. 


In some cases the trouble may arise 


from overfeeding and a lack of regular 
exercise. Either or botb of these causes 
will result in the weakening of the di- 
gestive organs, so that much of the 
food given passes away undigested and 
adds nothing to the flesh or strength, 
but rather lessens botb. And there are 
other cases where the trouble of indi- 
gest'on arises from the babit of eating 
too rapidly and not masticating the 
food, especially when whole grain is 
given. We have seen a statement that 
mixing the oats and corn with small 
pebbles would cause them to cot more 
slowly, that they miijht reject the 
stone*, but we no\er tried it.

method was to feed all grain ground, 
uule*^ it might be the oats, moisten the 
hay and scatter the moal over it.

Cuban Government May Assume the 


Junta Obligations but United State* 
Will Say When the Debt Has Reached 
a Limit—Consul Stowe at Cape Town 
Kesiguetl—Washington News. 
, 


Washington, July 9.—It was stated 


at the war department that it is not 
the intention of this government to in- 
terfere in Cuba to the extent of pre- 
venting the payment of Cuban bonds 
should the new government of Cuba 
determine to assume the bonds issued 
by the former so-called government 
and junta. 
Under the Platt amend- 


ment the amount of the indebtedness 
is limited by the provision that the 
new government sjiall not assume o 
contract any public debt on which tin 
ordinary revenues of the governmen_ 
will net pay the interest, and also cre- 
ate a sinking fund to pay after defray 
ing the expenses of the government 
tinker this clause the United States 
will determine when the debt, either 
contracted or assumed, has reachec 
the utmost limit. 


It is stated that the independence 


of Cuba carries with it the right to 
create obligations and to incur indebt 
edness within these limitations. 


Cramps Have a Claim. 


Washington, July 9.—The navy de- 


partment has been advised that the 
Cramps of Philadelphia have a claim 
of about $264,000 against the govern- 
ment for delay incident to furnishing 
armor for the battleship 
Alabama. 


The delay was caused by the contro- 
versy in congress as to the quality of 
armor, and pending the controversy 
no armor was available for the Ala- 
bama and a number of other ships un- 
der construction. 
The Alabama was 


begun in December, 1896. and under 
the three-year contract would have 
been completed in December, 1899. 
Owing to the lack of armor the ship 
was not actually completed for many 
months after this time.

Old Claim Allowed. 


Washington, July 9.—The control- 


ler of the treasury has passed favor- 
ably on a claim of $205 in favor of 
George P. Roberts of Tennessee, filed 
nearly 30 years ago. Roberts was a 
member of Captain David Beatty's 
company of independent scouts which 
had never been regularly mustered in. 
Congress recognized their service in 
1870 
and Mr. Roberts originally was 


allowed §1,034. Mr. Roberts, however, 
had served compulsorily in the Con- 
federate service and did not join Cap- 
tain Beatty's scouts until Aug. 1, 1864. 
He therefore returned the check to 
the treasury Dec. 6, 1874, and asked 
that he be paid for his actual services. 


Agricultural College Bounty. 


Washington, July 9.—The treasury 


department • drew warrants aggregat- 
ing 31,200,000, or $25,000 each for 45 
states and two territories, being the 
maximum amoun"- provided by con- 
gress in the act of Aug. 30, 1890, for 
the endowment and maintenance of 
colleges for the benefit of agriculture 
and mechanic arts. This act provided 
a minimum sum of $15,000 for that 
year, with an annual increase of $1,- 
000 for 10 years up to $25,000. 
The 


maximum is now reached and here- 
after the states and territories will re- 
ceive annually this sum for agri- 
cultural colleges. 
This money is the 


proceeds of the sales of public lands. 


Stowe Quits Cape Town. 


Washington, July 9.—The resigna- 


tion of James G. Stowe. United States 
consul general at Cape Town, has 
been received at the state department 
The resignation was based on the 
utter inadequacy of the salary of the 
post. The cost of living in South Af- 
rica under normal conditions is ex- 
ceedingly high, and in time of war 
such as prevailed the past two years 
the S3,000 salary allowed by congress 
for the United States consul general 
would not defray the cost of maintain- 
ing a family in modest conditions at 
Cape Town. Mr. Stowe was appoint- 
ed froia Kansas City. 
The vacancy 


has not yet been filled. 


New Consuls Instructed. 


Washington, July 9.—Messrs. Gris- 


com and Bowen, the recently appoint- 
ed ministers to Persia and Venezuela, 
respectively, received their commis- 
sions and final instructions. Mr. Gris- 
com will sail Wednesday but 
will 


remain some time in Europe before 
proceeding to his post in Persia, with 
which country we have no issues of 
importance to unravel. Mr. Bowen 
will be on leave for some weeks, and 
as there is no pressing need for his 
presence in Venezuela he will not 
leave for about a month. His instruc- 
tions embody no change in policy.
